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DETAILED ACTION 

Non-Find Rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in c printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

1, Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by H. DE 
BOER (3,460,876). 

Regarding claims 1-2, H. DE BOER (3,460,876) discloses in Fig. 1-7 the 
invention as claimed to include a housing 16 fixedly installed within an opening and 
provided with guide grooves 22 installed at both sides thereof in a longitudinal 
direction; a main body 14 provided with guide rails 36, which are inserted into the 
guide grooves of the housing, formed on both sides thereof, and slid into and out 
of the housing; and a at least one protrusion formed on the guide rails that allows 
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the guide rails of the main body 14 to slide along the guide grooves 22 of the 
housing while maintaining point contact between the guide rails and the guide 
grooves; and plurality of protrusions 38, 40.
